Provide a detailed statement of the data and methodology used in making estimates required by this
subsection:
The estimated economic impact for providing eyeglasses, frames, lenses and contact lenses to
pregnant beneficiaries is $10,331 per state fiscal year. The Division of Medicaid calculated the
estimated economic impact by totaling all denied eyeglass claims submitted on behalf of pregnant
beneficiaries from January of 2014 to January of 2015. The estimated economic impact for the
coverage of eyeglasses, frames, lenses and contact lenses for beneficiaries enrolled in the HMW is
$142,757 per state fiscal year. The estimate was calculated by taking the percentage of HMW
beneficiaries projected to receive the service and multiplying by the average fee-for-service cost of
the previously excluded service.
